Asserting that the sales of 
plates hav e reached only about 
fifty per cent of the normal dis­ 
tribution, and that the Hoosier 
motorists cannot possibly con­ 
sume enough gasoline with that 
number of automobiles legally 
operating to keep the gas tax 
receipts from slipping. 
Should the receipts decline 
this year, it will be the first time 
in the history of the department.
